actions haue (6) reference. to his 
name)that the authority of Kings is 
but of a humane inſtitution. Where- 
in hee doth: like thoſe, malefactors, 
who going about to excuſe their fact, 
diminiſh.the dignity of the perſon 
againſt whom they offended : orlike 
men of warre, who firſt batter downe 
the defehices of aplace, before they 
giwerhe aſſaule, For if this Door 
ſaidrrue, the attewpr of murthering 
Kings were not {o heinous a crime, 
imply tranſyrefling the lawes of 
men; as indcedit is, being commir- 
ted againſt -the commandement of 
God. The falſhood of which do- 
&trine that I-may the better ſhew, 
I will vſe foure kind of arguments, 
of which the firſt is taken from na- 
rure,created of God, and conſidered 
in her purity, wherein are obſerued 
thetraceSof reſpect, whichall crea- 
tures beare'vnto man,to obay himas 
aMonarch. Which naturall inſtin&,

ſome creatires, which acknowledge 
a King of their kinde, and follow 
him, Secondly, ſeeing that the excel- 
lency of man conſifterhin this, thar 
he was created after the image of his 
Creator , who will doubt, but that 
Empire or rule formed on the pat- 
rerne of the Soueraigne God, is 
aboue all other kind of command? 
Thirdly, the forme of the teaſbna- 
ble indiuiduall man, whoſe head 
alone commanderh all the members, 
and who inthis regard is called Afy- 
crocoſmos, that'is to ſay alittle world, 
is it not a Mickrarchie? that is to fa 

a little Kingdome wellpolicied? And 
euery ohe of our houſholds , | com- 
manded and gouerned by on? alone, 
doth it not put vs in minde of this 
order inſtitured by God?s Surely 
none;burt ſuch as will haue no lawfull 
famihe at home, daredenyir. For as 
the father of a familie js #n his houſe, 
ſois the King in his Kingdome ; and

The ſecond order of Arguments 
is taken from the comon ſence of al } 
men, againſt which, ſuch Doors do 
rreſpaſſe: for the law of ſuperiority 
is borne with man, and continued, 
from the Creation of the world euen 
ynto ys. God having grauen in 
mans heart, as, to acknowledge a 
| God-head, for reſpect of religion, 
ſo alſo ro ſubmit himſelfe to the 
King , to maintaine ſocicty , accor- 
ding ro that which the people of 
God ſaid : Our King ſhalt tndge vs, 
and go ont before 5, and fight our bat- 
tailes, Allo eAdam was chicfe head 
of all the men which lived durin 
the 930 yeares that he lived after his ' 
creation. The Empire of Noah was 
diuided betweene three; Japhet raig- 
ned in Emurcpe,Sem in eAfia,and ( hams 
in Africa. And Nimred, called the 
mighty Hunter, raigned in Babylon 
from the ytare 130, after the floud, 
For this effe&t were Moſes and loſbnahb 
eſtabliſhed of God; who had all the 
markes of Soueraighty ; for though 
the word King be not inſp many let- 
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Prerogatine of Kings. 


ters found , why ſhall wee not call 
them Princes, Dukes ,and Kings, fee.

in Italy «-— "06-GYp. the Emperour, 
On the contray, the Biſhop of ( #»- 
ſtantineple pretended this authority, 
becauſe of the ſeate of the Empire. 
Which ambition , Gregory the great, 
Biſhop of Rome, alcarned and good 
man,blamed in many of his writings, 
laying, That he ſhould be the Anti- chriſt 
which would ſeeme God oner all men; but 
that bee was his fore-runner, which exal- 
| ted himſcife aboxe Prieſts,  Whence it 
followeth;that the firſt degree of An- 


— 
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ti-chriſtian ambition, was to exalt | 
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|himſelfe aboue his fellow-officers in| 
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the Church, and that the accompliſh-' 


ment of this myſterie is to exalt him- 
ſelfe aboue all that is called God, or 
which is adored. Notwithſtanding 
Bomfacethe third, ſucceſſour of Gre- 
gory,was not of this opinion, butre- 
ceived thetitle of Vniuerſall Byſhop 
by meanes of Phec, who hauing 
flaine the Emperour CMavuritin and 
his family, vſurped the Empire, and 
made himſelfe Lord of Conſtants- 
nople.

HaramonD thefirft King 
YA | of French-men beganne to 
| raigne in the yeare foure 
huncred and ſcuenteene, 
Three of his ſucceſlours were Pa- 


| gans, Cloxrs was the firſt Chriſtian; he 


came tothe Crowne in the yeare 484 
and continued in poſſeſhon of the 
Royall authority, before ſpoken of. 

For 
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For he aſſembled a counſell at Orleans, 
in which were many Prelates, namely 
32. Biſhops:and cauſed two Monkes, 
euilry of high Treaſ6 to be executed. 
In the ſame manner continued his 
Succeſſours, vntill Boniface the third, 
which may bee ſaid to haue bene the 
firſt Pope. For as touching the name 
it was before common to other Pre- 
lates, as Saint Hierome in many of his 
Epiſtles, calleth Saint e Auguſte, and 
eAlipins by the name of Popes;as the 
name of Prieſts and Biſhops were 
taken in the ſame fignification : for 
ſaid Saint Hierome , What « the Byſhep 
| more then the Prieft , except the ordinats- 
on, Fc. Enery Byſhop , whether hee bee 
of Rome, or of Alexandria, hath like 
merite and the ſame Prieſt-hood; richeſſe 
nor poxerty doe neither exalt nor debaſe 
the By/hop,,5c, Notwithſtanding after 
fxe hundred yeares, the ſaid Boniface 
thethird,then Byſhop of Rome, toge= 
ther with the name,tooke ypon him 
the cffe&t, And as «Adam gauethe 
name according to the nature of the 
thing, and as in truth it was; Boniface 
the

commani1, and enioy nz. Now that which 
hath yery much aduanced ſuch yſur- 
pations, hath bene the confuſions of 
the warres of /taly, and the negli- 
gence of our laſt Kings of the firſt 
race:out of which King Pepin, ta. 
king occahon to aſſume the Crowne 
and to tranſ-ferre it into his family, 
made himſelfe bee crowned by the 
Pope in the yeare ſeuen hundred fifty 
and five; tothe end hee might make 
vic of the credite, that from thoſe 
times the Pope had in the Chriſtian 
Churches: and that hce might the 
more oblige him to maintaine his 
cauſe, he gaue tothe Pope the Exar- 
chate of Ranenna, and that which hee 
holdeth in Romania, And by this 
meanes theſe two Lords obliged 
themſcluescach to other, without dil- 


burſing penny : for the leaſt Byſhop

in France could haue crowned Pepin 
as valuably, as Pope Zacharie, and the 
Exarchate pertained not to the King, 


whoſe indignation the King made 
that donation inthe name of Con#lan- 
tine, who was dead more then three 
hundred yeares before, Which Ire- 
port, for to ſhew that the greatneſle 
of Popes proceedeth from the libe- 
rality of our Kings, and that they 
ſhould bee very ingratefull if they 
did not acknowledge it toward them, 
Moreouer Pepmm changed the cere- 
monies obſerued in the Galliane 
Church, and brought in the Romane 
ceremonies by the mediation of Rey- 
ny Arch-biſhop of Reiner. About the 
ſame time aroſe the © controuerlie 
about Images, which the Gr-e& Chur- 
| ches would not receiue into their 
| Temples. Epiphanivs Byſhop of Sa- 
lamina tare in peeces a picture ſet vp 
in the Temple, and S rex Byſhop of 
| Marſeull: beate downe an image, The 
Emperour Phillipicus ſurnamed Bar- 
dawes maintained himſelfe inthe right 


but to the Emperour, to mittigate

auTillet 
& others. 
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of Kings, and inthe yeare 713. made 


a decree concerning Images, which 
dured till {onftantinethe ſecond; who 
confirmed it in the yeare 782, where- | 
at his mother Irena being prouoked 
(as ſuperſtition 2afily inciterh weake 
mindes) ſhee afſembled a Councell at 
Conſtantinople, during the Emperours 
minority, for ro eſtabliſh her Images, 
but the people oppoſed themlc]ues 
thereunto and chaſed away the Pre- 
lates : which afterwards were aſſem- 
bled againe by this woman at Nice; 
bur when ſhee could not inſtall her 
Images, ſhee put outthe eyes of the 
Emperour her ſonne, and ſent him in- 
to exile, in which hec died. Meane 
time, inthe yearc 776. King Charles 
the Great paſled into /taly ſubdued 
Diater King of the Lumbardes, tooke 
him priſoner and brought himto Ly- 
ons; and ſoone after being requeſted 
by Pope Leo, to deliuer him from 
the hand of Camps/, and Syluefter his 
enemies, hee went thither and by the 
ſame meanes made himſelfe bee| 
crowned Emperour : and confirmed 
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to the Pope the donation of Kin 

iz his father, and from that time 
'ferth, by tranſ-aQtion, berweene the 
| King andthe Emperour, the Empire 
was diuided, and the weſterne part 
| remained to (har: mtaigne,who appro- 
ued not the deciſions of the Greekiſh 
Synode, but wrote a booke entituled, 
4Treatiſe of Charlemaigne againſt the 
Greeks/ſh $ yned: touching imagers, which 
booke is extant to this day. But that 
| Which ſerueth to our purpoſe is, that 
the King by this meanes maintained 


for the Church, of which there are 
many ina booke called the Capitnlarie 
decrees of Charles the Great, And as 
| Pepin his predeceſſor had done in the 
Cittie of Bomrges, ſo did hee alfo 
aflemble many Councels in diuers 
| places of his kingdome, as at May. þ 
ence,at Tours, at Reines, at Chaalons, at 
Arl:s, and the {1xt moſt famous of all 
at Francfort, in which he himſelfe was | 
preſent in perſon, and there condem- | 
ned the errour of Felician, and the ) 


Councell of Nice, falſely called the 


himſelfe in poſſeſſion to make Lawes | 
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can. Aga- | 
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ſeuenth generall Councell. Now in 
this placeit is worth the obſeruing, 
that the election of Byſhops and 
Arch-biſhops , yea of the Biſhop of 
Rome, was bick to the confirmation | 
of the Emperour,& for want of inue- 
ſtiture made by him , they ſhould not 
kauc bene conſecrate, as the Canons | 
do witnefle, where wee read the con- 
firmation of Saint Ambroſe by the 
Emperour Talentiman. From this 
ancient prerogatiue, common to the | 
Emperours, it commeth,that Charle- | 
magimehauing parted the Empire, and 
aoreed with the Emperour of the 
Eaſt, aflembled a Counccll at Rome, 
that hee might make paſle anew title 
in his perſon, and an acknowledge- 
ment by the Clergy, touching Th | 
authority to confirme Byſhops,which 
fiom all antiquity belonged to the 
Emperours his predeceflors, Whence 
it is mantfeſt that the Popes haue ab- 
lurcly rermed this declaration and 
acknowledgement a priuiledge and 
fauour of Keme, or gratification to 


( King Charles the Great; for it is a|

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righe and prerogatiue, common» 
antient and Diuine, And at that time

all moderatours of ſubalternall iuſti- 


| 
ces , doe neuer grant any priuiledge 


againſt themſclues : for theſc cauſes 
hauc they excepted certaine caſes, 
properly called { aſes Royal, and im- 
properly called prim/edged Cates: for 
they bee caſes excepted from the pri-
